There  have  been  several  articles  in  the  paper  over  the 
last  few  weeks  about  the  new  constitution,  but  none  of 
them  have  given  the  students  a  comprehensive  report  on 
what  it  is  intended  to  accomplish.Therefore,  as  I  see  it,  this 
is  what  it  should  do. 

As  most  of  you  know,  the  essential  change  was  to 
restructure  the  council  from  a  five-man  executive  and  a 
council  of  year  reps  to  a  seven-man  executive,  five  of  which 
are  commissioners  heading  up  commissions  to  which  of 
each  all  year  reps  belong  if  they  so  decide.  So  what  are  the 
advantages  of  this  change? 

1 .  The  year  reps  now  have  an  additional  responsibility 
to  SAGE.  As  well  as  being  a  representative  of  a  particular 
year  to  vote  on  their  behalf  on  legislation  proposed  by  the 
executive,  they  now  have  an  active  part  in  developing  that 
legislation  through  the  commission  to  which  they  belong. 
Last  year  many  SAGE  people  wondered  how  year  reps 
could  contribute  to  the  council  in  an  active  way  besides 
being  the  important  but  passive  agents  of  satisfaction  at  a 
general  meeting. 

2.  Although  year  reps  have  always  been  willing  to  help 
out  in  the  day  to  day  research  and  council  work, 
nevertheless  they  would  have  to  be  asked  individually, 
usually,  at  the  last  minute  to  take  on  the  job.  Generally  this 
would  have  no  bearing  on  other  jobs  that  they  had  done 
before.  With  this  lack  of  continuity,  you  can  imagine  how 
difficult  it  would  be  to  develop  any  long  term  program. 
Under  this  new  commission  system,  any  SAGE  member 

^ngs  to  a  particular  group,  he  knows  well  in  advance 

♦     projects  are  coming  up,  what  his  responsibilities  are, 
ie  whole  thing  is  comparatively  automatic. 


3.  The  improvements  to  the  executive  are  substantial. 
Before,  the  executive  listed:  President,  1st  Vice-President, 
2nd  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Sounds  fine 
for  the  boardroom  of  a  corporation,  doesn't  it?  Under  this 
system,  if  some  legislation  was  to  be  proposed  to  the 
Council  (which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  executive),  it 
could  be  done,  but  always  on  behalf  of  a  year  rep  and 
without  the  expertise  which  is  provided  by  the  new 
executive.  For  the  new  executive  is  now  a  group  of 
individuals  who  each  have  responsibility  for  one  area,  such 
as  Services,  for  example,  and  as  time  goes  on,  more 
expertise  in  it.  In  contrast  to  the  original  executive,  the  new 
one  is  roughly  analagous  to  a  parliamentary  cabinet. 

4.  One  thing  has  really  left  the  Council  with  egg  on  its 
face  has  been  its  inability  to  absorb  non-members  into  its 
activities.  SAGE  has  had  in  the  past  to  turn  to  its  own 
members  always.  Once  one  member  took  on  a  job  he  would 
immediately  turn  to  the  others  for  help  because  they  were 
probably  free,  and  since  they  had  committed  themselves, 
of  course,  they  could  hardly  refuse.  Besides,  if  you  were  a 
SAGE  member ,and  you  needed  help,  you  can  imagine  how 
hard  it  is  to  ask  for  help  when  you  have  nothing  to  offer  in 
return.  It  only  takes  a  couple  of  weeks  before  a  SAGE 
member  can  see  his  friends  sneaking  into  the  closest 
doorwayas  he  comes  down  the  hall. 

Now,  however,  each  commission  can  give  at  its 
discretion  voting  membership  on  its  commission  to  any 
student. 

There  are  more  benefits,  but  I  don't  wish  to  lose  you, 
patient  reader,  before  I  make  one  last  point. 

This  system,  like  any  other,  depends  upon  the  people 
who  work  within  it.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  never  the  system, 
but   those   people   who   are   its  members  that  dictate  its

success.  This  system  makes  it  a  better  chance  though. 

Yet  critics  must  accept  that  all  students  including 
SAGE  members  have  a  time  constraint,  because  they  are 
full  time  students.  With  this  in  mind,  one  must  accept  that 
there  is  an  upper  limit  to  the  amount  that  can  be 
accomplished  in  student  government. 

Hopefully,  this  new  system,  which  the  Erindalian  called 
a  better  bureaucracy,  and  which  I  considered  a  compliment, 
even  though  they  probably  intended  another  connotation 
than  I  took,  will  prove  to  give  a  better  output  from  the 
same  effort.
